corruption go out among the common 
people widely, but there will be either 
reformation or revolution, for there 
are influences at work th at will Just 
as surely breed revolution by and by, 
as clouds in summer breed storms.

T h e Response of the Monopolists. 


This paper has been and still is the 
advocate of the right of the people to 
trade where and with whom they 
please, untrammeled by protective 
tariffs. 
It believes that a busines 
that cannot be made profitable with­ 
out it is bolstered up by government 
bounties ought to fail, or at least wait 
till there is sufficient demand for it, to 
give it success on its own merits. It 
holds the position that California is 
fleeced out of millions annually to en­ 
rich the manufactories of the Eastern 
States, and would be glad to see the 
entire protective system swept out of 
existence, feeling certain that the bu­ 
siness of the Pacific Coast, relieved 
from that incubus, would flourish, as 
it never can or will while we are taxed 
in a thousand ways for the benefit of 
the monopolists of the East. 
The protective tariff now in force 
benefits us in but one or two directions, 
while it saps our industries in a thous­ 
and ways, and when we ask a little 
relief, we are met with a forced con­ 
struction of the act that removes what 
little share we accidentally have in 
those benefits. Our farmers ask that 
they shall be placed on an equal foot­ 
ing with their Eastern brethren by 
removing the duty on jute and jute 
bagging, and they are answered by 
having oranges, almost the only thing 
that we produce which Is protected, 
placed on the free list. The next step 
that we may expect is the removal of 
the duty on imported wool, leaving 
the bagging in which our fleeces are 
sent to market to pay a heavy duty. 
There is no disguising the fact that 
the party in power, is a party devoted 
to the selfish interests of the few, and 
opposed to the interests of the masses; 
a party of rings and cliques#, party of 
corporations and plunder. It has giv­ 
en us the National Banks, and the 
Credit Mobilier, the whiskey ring, and 
an infinitude of other rings, great and 
small, but all calculated to bleed the 
people, and fatten the cormorants, who 
are plundering them. 
The only thing that is left for us, is 
to rally the honest men of all political 
faiths in one organization, for the pro­ 
tection of our rights. It is no use to 
say that the campaign is over; it is in 
fact just begun, and the man who hes­ 
itates, or clings to the shadow of a po­ 
litical name, is false to the interests of 
the country. There are but two par­ 
ties; the party of the monopolists, and 
the independent, uncorrupted party of 
the people. 
Let every m an choose his 
side, and prepare for the contest. 


Our National Currency. 


In the banking system, something 
is out of order. The present currency 
does not meet the country’s demands, 
nor can it, a plethoric currency—one 
that will answer all the demands of 
the country in moving the produce, 
and transferring from one portion of 
the country to the other. A currency 
is needed that will be absorbed, when 
it becomes too abundant, and will ex­ 
pand when the demand is increased. 
There is now a bill before Congress 
which seems to cover the grounds of 
the demand. It is now proposed to 
establish a free banking system, in 
which any one may engage. By de­ 
positing in the national treasury a 
given amount of funds, the owner will 
be permitted to issue an equivalent in 
currency—the bonds, however, are to 
be non-interest bearing, while they 
are under collateral. Any one issuing 
currency notes will be permitted to 
withdraw the bonds deposited as their 
security a3 soon as he shall withdraw 
the currency which they secure. 
Of all plans which have been pre­ 
sented, this seems the most feasable 
and to offer the best answer to the de­ 
mands of the country. 


Printing the Law s in Sp anish. 
The proposition contained in the 
memorial of Mr. De Celis, editor of 
La Crónica, to publish the iaws in the 
Spanish papers instead of in book form, 
as now practiced, seems to be meeting 
with pretty general favor throughout 
the State. As now published, the laws 
do not reach our Spanish-speaking 
population for nearly two years after 
they are passed. They are then in a 
bulky and ineonveuient form, and in­ 
accessible to tiie mass of the people. 
By printing the laws in the Spanish 
newspapers, they will promptly reach 
all who read the language, and the 
work will be more cheaply and effec­ 
tually done. 


A n o t h e r indication ot an unprov­ 
ed and improving sense of public mor­ 
ality and decency on the part of Con­ 
gress. is found in the action of the 
House Military Committee to force a 
rigid inquiry into the malfeasance and 
oqen thievery of Qen. O. 0. Howard 
during a series of years while in charge 
of the late Freedman’s Bureau. 
A 
more monstrous record 
of official 
crimes has not been seen during 
these many years of venality and cor­ 
ruption, than that of General Howard. 
Notwithstanding the 
glowing and 
transparent proofs of his guilt, no steps 
whatever have hitherto been taken to 
bring him to justice. 
It is therefore 
encouraging to see the proper Con­ 


gressional committee unanimously re­ 
solving to compel the trial and pun­ 
ishment of one of the most gigantic 
delinquents known in criminal his­ 
tory.

The 1 wo A gricultural Soclet*os. 


Tu E Star yesterday gave to the pub­ 
lic the correspondence between Judge 
Thompson and Governor Downey, in 
regard to the purchase by the new Ag­ 
ricultural and Mechanical Association 
of the grounds and fixtures of the 
Southern District Agricultural Socie­ 
ty. The Judge in behalf of the Asso­ 
ciation, of which he is President, re­ 
quests Gov. Downey to coimniHiieate 
to him the price 
and terms upon 
which the 8. D. A. Association would 
sell their grounds. Gov. Downey cour­ 
teously replies th at his Society does 
not wish to sell, but is willing to have 
the farmers take the balance of the 
stock, and adds that the present stock­ 
holders are willing to give up enough 
shares to give the control of the or­ 
ganization to the former. From what 
we learn there is almost an unanimous 
feeling among the farmers of this sec­ 
tion of the State against accepting the 
proposition to consolidate w ith the 
old Association. 
W hether justly or 
unjustly, the people engaged in agri­ 
cultural and mechanical pursuits have 
come to consider the Association ns 
devoted to the interests of the sport­ 
ing men, and feel that with this rep­ 
utation clinging to it, they had better 
organize a new company, than to iden­ 
tify themselves w ith one that in their 
opinion has abandoned the object for 
which it was organized. W e shall not 
stop to argue the question whether 
they are right or wrong in their esti­ 
mate of the old society. That is a 
a point 011 which uearly every man 
in this region of the State has al­ 
ready satisfied himself one way or 
the other, and we see no benefit in 
calling up the matter. But it is cer­ 
tainly the privilege of our farmers and 
mechanics to organize an association 
for the advancement of their interests 
in any lawful manner, and the feeling 
that seems to find expression in some 
quarters, that they are in some man­ 
ner reprehensible for their action in 
so organizing, 
is to say the least 
very peculiar. 
The “opposition,” as the new move­ 
ment is termed, taking a business view 
of the matter, think they can supply 
themselves with suitable grounds and 
buildings for the sum of $12,000, and 
have them of their own. By taking 
the stock of the Southern District So­ 
ciety they will by the expenditure of 
a like sum,' only get a half interest in 
grounds and fixtures not so good in 
their opinion. If they choose the for­ 
mer course instead of the latter, we can 
see no reason for any one to object. 
Neither can we see any good reason 
why there shall be any antagonism 
between the two organizations. 
If, 
as a great m any of the stockholders 
of the old association assert, it is not 
possible to make their annual fairs a 
success without an attractive speed 
programme as one of the principal 
features of the occasion, no one will 
object to their continuing their orga­ 
nization for the purpose of encourag­ 
ing the breeding of fast horses, and if 
they can in a fair way achieve suc­ 
cess, the people so far as they are in­ 
terested in such exhibitions will be 
gratified. If, on the other hand, there 
is a large class of honest and industri­ 
ous citizens who object 011 principle to 
horse-racing, and prefer to try the ex­ 
periment of managing an association 
for the encouragement of agriculture 
and the mechanic arts without adding 
the attractions and excitement of the 
race-course, who shall say them nay, 
or impugn their motives for so doing? 
That the movement among the farmers 
is likely to result in more than a mere 
“ attem pt at a new society,” any one 
in the least acquainted with the ear­ 
nest feeling am ong our agricultural 
friends, will freely admit, and we hope 
that all who have the best interests of 
Southern California at heart, will lay 
aside all antagonistic feeling and work 
earnestly, but with cordial feeling to­ 
ward each other, for the success of this 
or any other project that will advance 
the common good. 


W e learn from the telegraphic dis­ 
patches that the United States Senate 
are going to investigate the charges of 
corruption preferred against Pinch­ 
beck, the new negjro Senator from 
Louisiano, who is charged with pur­ 
chasing his election with fifteen thous­ 
and dollars paid him by a white com­ 
petitor to withdraw from the contest. 
Does the Senate propose to expel 
Pinchbeck because he wes guilty of 
corruption or because he is a negro? 
There are at least a score of men in 
that body who obtained their places 
by practices fully as corrupt as those 
charged against the Louisiana “man 
and brother.” If the Senate is so 
pure and immaculate that it cannot 
tolerate the presence of a corrupt black 
member; it would seem that their 
virtue should be equally shocked by 
the presence of a corrupt white one. 


It is announced upon apparently, 
reliable authority that another scheme 
of public robbery is opening to the 
light of day in connection with the 
building of the branch Insane Asylum 
at Napa. The law providing for the 
erection of the buildings appropri­ 
ated $300,000 for the purpose, and cre­ 
ated a Board of Commissioners to 
prosecute the work. Instead of con­ 
fining themselves to the appropria­ 
tion, it seems the Board adopted a 
plan for the edifice which they knew 
would cost $600,000; and then actually 
proceeded with the work on a- plan 
that will cost $1,300,000. 
In view of 
this and sim ilar cases of gross abuse 
of authority, if not downright corrup­ 
tion on the part of officers and board 


entrusted with the supervision of im­ 
portant works, Mr. Oulton, of San 
Francisco, has given notice in the 
Senate of a bill to make it a felony for 
such officers or boards to exceed the 
amount of the appropriation made for 
for any specific public work. It is a 
m atter of surprise that there has been 
hitherto no provision of law to punish 
or-prevent such breaches of public 
trust, and the sooner the proposed bill 
goes into the statute beok the better. 


Our morning contemporary’s “spe­ 
cial dispatch” announces that the Snc- 
atoriuFeontest in Virginia is growing 
hotter and more exciting, and that 
Governor W alker appears to have the 
best cilancos of success. W hen it is 
remembered th at the Virginia Sena­ 
torial contest was closed nearly a week 
ago, according to the press dispatches, 
by the election of General W ithers, 
the value and reliability of our con­ 
temporary’s special news will be ap­ 
preciated. 


Lighterage. 
The Express in both an editorial and 
a communicative article has suddenly 
discovered that somebody is dissatis­ 
fied with the fact that our harbor ac­ 
commodations are of such a character 
that lighters are necessary. 
The correspondent asks the stupid 
question, “ W hat would our commerce 
do if the lighters were towed out to 
sea and sunk and 110 power existed to 
replace them?” 
And the Express not 
to be exceeded in imbecility asserts 
that “there is 110 sense in denouncing 
lighterage till we are prepared to do 
without it.” W hen we are prepared 
to do without it, we apprehend there 
will be no necessity of denouncing it, 
for then we shall not suffer from its 
exactions. W ill the Express or its 
correspondent please inform us how 
we shall ever be prepared to do with­ 
out lighterage if we fiever agitate the 
subject, or make any effort to supply 
its place with something better? The 
only manner in which it has ever been 
proposed to abolish the lighterage sys­ 
tem is by doing away with its neces- 
siiy. No one particularly cares how 
this is done, so it is done quickly and 
effectually. 


F r a n c e agrees to deliver over to the 
Spanish Government all 
prisoners 
who, escaping from Cartagena, took 
refuge in the French Province of Al­ 
geria—that is, all charged with offenses 
other than political. In point of fact, 
this will hand over all political offen­ 
ders as well as criminals, because the 
Spanish law knows no distinction be­ 
tween a man who raises his hand 
against a usurping and tyranical gov­ 
ernment, and the common offender 
who raises his hand against the life or 
property of his neighbor. Hence the 
the French Government takes to itself 
a little credit for magnanimity that it 
really does not deserve. 


W e see by the dispatches that Gold- 
win Smith is now in England, and in 
his lectures advises the English citi­ 
zens to emigrate to this country. Pro­ 
fessor Sm ith came to the States in 
1861 to investigate our institutions, 
and fit himself for writing a constitu­ 
tional history of tlieeountry. So much 
pleased has he been with the country, 
its free institutions, and free ways, 
that he thus advises his English friends 
to avail themselves of this experience. 
Being idolized by the English work­ 
ing classes, there is 110 doubt but this 
advice will be largely acted upon.

Bunker Mill.

The M’ant of additional hotel accom­ 
modations in our city is seriously felt. 
We have four large and roomy hotels, 
hut with the unparalleled attractions 
of our climate, the tide of travel is set-< 
ting in so heavily that no ordinary ac­ 
commodations will meet the demand. 
We announced a few days ago that 
Mr. Messmcr had begun work on the 
extension of the United States Hotel, 
and Mould increase its capacity by an 
addition of 150 by 194 feet, but an unfor­ 
tunate misunderstanding about the 
grading of Los Angeles street has put 
a stop to this important improvement, 
and there is nothing doing to increase 
the number or capacity of our cara­ 
vansaries. We should think that the 
establishing of the grade of Los An­ 
geles street would he a very brief m at­ 
ter, and then there is nothing to pre­ 
vent Mr. Messmer going on M’ith his 
work.
